New G. G. Local Is 
Organized: Marsden 

The new local of the Grain Growers 
was organized at a meeting in the

Mr Chapman gave an instructive 
and interesting address upon the sub¬ 
ject of hospitals. In his address he 
traced the development of the ideals 
of hospital work from it’s genesis in 
biblical times, portraying the kindly 
ministrations of the good Samartian to 
the wounded traveller, and the further 
development of the idea in the monas¬ 
tic hospitals of the middle ages, and 
onward through he icenuries until the 
present day, when the scope of hos¬ 
pital work and service is more wide¬ 
spread and efficient than ever before, 
having at its command a broader and 
more scientific knowledge, better in- 
stuments and a vast host of highly 
skilled doctors and nurses. 

During the past months the speak¬ 
er had acted as a delegate for the mu¬ 
nicipality to the meetings of the Unity 
Hospital Board. This scheme pro¬ 
vided for hospital accon*^ation only 

tw ’.tie so* — 

ity, and the hospital was located at a 
considerable distance. The provisions 
of the act were such that once this 
section of the municipality were in¬ 
cluded in the Unity scheme, it would 
not be possible for them to obtain a 
hospital in a nearer and more conven¬ 
ient centre that might later be found 
when the railroad should be extended. 
Last season the district had been can¬ 
vassed by two citizens of Unity, who 
had 1 obtained a number of signatures 
t Q their petition. It was represent¬ 
ed that the signatures were those in 
favor of having a vote taken on the 
question, and that the scheme would 
only become effective uppn a majority 
of two-thirds of the .voters being fa¬ 
vorable to the scheme.' It now ap¬ 
pears that this two-thirds majority is 
a two-thirds majority of the whole 
proposed hospital district and not of 
any portion thereof. Thus the sout¬ 
hern half of the Manitou district might 
not have a majority in favor of the 
scheme and yet find itself included 
therein for all time. This was a state 
of things not anticipated by those who 
signed the petition. In view of the 
distance to Unity, and in view of the 
possibilities of the future the speaker 
was, of the opinion that the district 
I could better afford to wait awhile than 
enter the Unity scheme. 

The matter was thoroughly discus¬ 
sed, both by the members of the new¬ 
ly formed local and the visitors from 
the Brady local and later a resolution 
was passed petitioning the municipal 
council of Manitou Lake not to enter 
the LTnity Hospital District.

W, 
Coe ■ read at the Brady School, March 
26th at meeting of the Mutual Im¬ 
prove ment Society 

This is the fifth paper of our Mutual 
Improvement Society and the previous 
four have been of such an excellent 
nature that I am afraid you tyill be 
disappointed in this one. The pre 
vious subjects have been of a contro¬ 
versial nature. But this,, I take it, 
merely a resume of some of our great 
men; and when this subject was al- 
loted to me I was in two minds, as to 
whether I would take past and pre¬ 
sent day men, or confine myself to the 
living great; and in finally deciding 
upon the latter course I was actuat¬ 
ed by the reason that it would be less 
confusing to the paper. Another di¬ 
fficulty in my way was the number 
from which I had to choose (for I am 
limiting my paper to three), and in 
choosing these three I am not forget¬ 
ting oothers whom may even be con¬ 
sidered greater, but the three chosen 
will (in my opinion) cover my paper. 

RT. HON. LLOYD GEORGE 

The first man I wish to speak of is 
the Right Hon. David Lloyd George, 
premier of the Mother Country. Born 
in a Welsh village, he was the son of 
a schoolmaster.. His father died when 
he was two yeai^ old, and the fortunes 
of the family was committer to an 
-uacla—4a. .noon ana n —h yt honest Po¬ 

verty has never yet prevented the 
poor from befriending the destitute, 
and into the house of the cobble-un¬ 
cle was warmly welcomed the school¬ 
master’s, family which included in a 
pinafore and bare legs, the presen-J- 
premier. It was hard work to 
squeeze them v in, still harder work to 
provide them with food, but the good 
uncle toiled at his conblfng, and con¬ 
trived to support those whom, being a 
religious man, he reckoned that Pro¬ 
vidence had committed to his charge. 
Politics touched Lloyd George's life, 
but subconsciously, wnen he was six 
years of age. His chief friends were 
some of the local farmers, they were 
fine fellows and fearless children of 
Wales. A general election took place, 
Lloyd George remembers that he was 
marched up and down, the village 
street with a tiny liberal flag, given to 
him by his mother. It was a grand 
day, he strutted tremendously. But 
soon after hef missed his playmates. 
They disappeared. It was as if the 
general election had swallowed them 
up. Then he heard that their fathers 
had been turned out of their farms by 
the landlords for voting liberal. He 
concluded then that politics was a 
poor game. But, he said later, ‘that 
action of the landlords was the death¬ 
blow to their political influence in 
Wales. The whole country was rous¬ 
ed. Wales is easy to rouse on such 
questions. We got up a national sub¬ 
scription for the ex-communicated 
farmers- We made landlordism shake 
in its shoes. They have never dared 
to interfere so shamefully in elections 
since that day.“ At the age of 16 years 
the darkness lifted. Among the books 
of his dead father he discovered the 
supreme work of Thomas Carlyle, the 
‘Sartor’ Retrrhis’ The lonely and 
desolate youth in the Welsh village, 
read this book with a slow, but in¬ 
creasing lift of the darkness of his 
soul. And at last illumination came.-! 
It was that sentence which says of 
dogmas that they are to be torn up to 
make bandages for the bleeding 
Wounds of humanity that brought the 
full light. The youth realized with

(Cotinued from preceeding page) 
ated with this corps, and when General 
Foch took command he was ignorant 
of the manners ond morals of these 
troops. To take all these troops in 
hand, distribute officers and get ac¬ 
quainted with the units he command¬ 
ed was the task suddenly thrust upon 
General Foch. He was impassioned 
in his search for information, and 
clossed the information he received 
with that impacable method which is 
the strong point of that luminous 
brain of his. All this time he had no 
news of his son, or son-in-law (fight¬ 
ing in Belgium) but this was no time 
for private emotions. The father 
gave place to the soldier. Nothing but 
country mattered. He was chosen by 
General Joffre to the command of the 
army on the Marne- He knew he 
could command of thi3 army to reach 
the utter limits of human resistance, 
as they did in the first fighting in 
the Ardennes when they were “rav¬ 
ing” with fatigue. His favorite ap¬ 
horism “A gained battle is a battle 
in which one will not consider him¬ 
self beaten." The story goes—and 
it is probably true, for it is quite like 
him—that one afternoon when the 
withdarwal of one corps, and a re¬ 
treat of another corps had just been 
reported to him, he telegraphed more 
or less, in these words to the General 
Head Quarters more or less in these 
words:—“My centre yielding, my right 
retreating, escellent situation, I am 
attacking” Such is the man. Then 
he has transferred and promoted to the 
command of the Northern Army and 
took a prominent part in the battle 
of the Yser.

the latter history of England, He 
started in life as a special newspaper 
reporter, the first Journal that he 
owned was a weekly named ‘Answers’ 
a little later he made a new innova¬ 
tion in the shape oof a monthly mag¬ 
azine, at thse price of four pence half 
penny (9 ceens) called the “Harms- 
worth Magazine" At this time he 
was a Liberal member of Parliament, 
having been returned for one of the 
London divisions. The first half-pen¬ 
ny morning paper published in Eng¬ 
land, had him for its proprietor, and 
it was this paper that brought him 
into real prominence. The Conserv¬ 
ative party was then in power, and 
the “Daily Mail" was always a thorn 
in its side.^ Its^ijdlipy was indepen¬ 
dent, aiTiTwhen the Liberal party' came 
into power, and when th meyywic we 
into power in 1906 it turned its atten¬ 
tion to them. Lord Northcliffe was 
responsible for the bringing to book 
of these Cabinet Ministers, through 
their dealings with Private Companies 
who were granted charters by the 
British Government. The downfall of 
theAsquith Government which had (in 
Northc.liffe’s oppinion) allowed things 
to pass which should have had prompt 
attention. There were many infring- ! 
ments of the Internment laws, and in 
fact things were in such a state that 
Lord Northcliffe started a campaign 
(through his newspapers) which re¬ 
sulted 1 in the overthrow of the Gov¬ 
ernment. Previous to this however 
he had become owner of Several oth¬ 
er newspapers, including the “Daily 
Telegraph” “Daily Chronicle” “Morn¬ 
ing Post” and numerous provincial pa¬ 
pers, which were all widely read. 
Mr. Lloyd George was commanded by 
the King to form a Cabinet, he had 
no warmer supporter than Lord North 
cliffe who recognised the greatness of 
the “little Welshman.” He also, along 
with Lord Derby formed what was. 
Known as the “Derby” scheme of re¬ 
cruiting which was a plan by which 
every eligible man was personally can¬ 
vassed with a view of obtaining their 
services, voluntarily, for the period of 
the war. The scheme was highly suc¬ 
cessful, but in the end it was found 
necessary t D force conscription and 
raise the age limit to 51. The 


manoeuvers of the Pacifist party 
which included Henderson, Ramsey 
McDonald, Philip Snowdon and other 
avowed Socialists were nipped in the 
bud by Northcliffe, and at the last 
general election they were all doom¬ 
ed to defeat, and the great factor in 
their losing their seats was the oppo¬ 
sition of the Northcliffe Press. He was 
always opposed to the Dardenelles oo- 
erations, and bitterly attacked Win¬ 
ston Churchill when Antwerp was 
abandoned in 1914., He was appoint¬ 
ed as representative of the British 
Government (he refused Cabinet po 
sitions on several occasions) many 
times, and along with Lord Reading 
was sent on a special secret mission 
to the United States armed with full 
authority fo '"act' Tor “Great Britain. 
He is, and always has been a believer 
in the people governing the people, 
and is totally opposed to the old party 
system. He is a man not much past 
middle age, and has a great career 
before him, and in some quarters is 


alone will show that, but his splendid 
services t 0 Great Britain during the 
late war has certainly stamped him 
as one of our Great men. 

In placing these three characters in 
font of you, you will notice that one Is 
a politician, one is a military leader 
and genius, and the third is the man 
behind both. For neither of the first 
two can do without the third, and.the 
three combined make the combination 
complete, and these three men have 
had much t G do with the Victory that 
was ours. I am afraid I have been 
rather lengthy in my paper, but my 
excuse must be the importance and 
greatness of the men whom I have 
had the pleasure of speaking about 
and no one of the three could have 
been left out in any paper~That" was 
dealing with “Our Great Men.”

X-Ray A Modern 

Diagnosis Method 

The routine use of the X-ray in the 
diagnosis of internal diseases such as 
cancer of the stomach, tuberculosos 
of the lungs, etc.,has now come to bo 
recognized as one of the most import¬ 
ant. An interersting fact is given 
where 1140 drafted men for the U-S. 
overseas service at one point were 
examined for chest disease. In 24 
per cent, of these 1140 men the physi¬ 
cal examination failed to reveal a 
disqualifying chest disease,, but in 
each of these the X-ray had clearly 
demonstrated the ailment. The X-ray 
it will be seen is sufficient in itself to 
diagnose the presence of tuberculosis

When Horses May 
Outdo A Tractor: 
Figures Can Show 

On Short Sharp Pull Two Horses 
Often More Powerful 

A two-horse team can pull as much 
as a 15-30 tractor, statistics furnishtd 
by W. H. Sanders of the farm engin¬ 
eering department and by Dr. C. W. 
McCampbell of the animal husbandry 
department, Kansos State Agricultur¬ 
al college, indicate. The rating of a 
tractor is 80 per cent of the total 
horse power which the tractor is able 
to develop, Mr. Sanders states. Thus 
a 15-30 tractor could put 18 3-4 horse¬ 
power on the drawbar. 

A horse can exert a pull equal to 
two thirds of its weight for a short 
ime, Dr. McCampbell says- Horses 
are capable of pulling at three and a 
half miles per hour or better, and thus 
a team of two horses weighing bet¬ 
ween 1500 and 1600 pounds a piece can 
develop 19 horsepower easily enough. 

The difference in t he amount of 
power is not great if the pull is for 
only a few moments, but if the pull is 
a long one it would be impossible for 
the horses to compare at all favor¬ 
ably with the tractor. 

This, then is the difference between 
is good for a long, even pull and the 
horse is especially adapted to a much 
lighter pull. This explains why a 
team can often pull a load when a 
large tractor cannot.

Fall Rye For 

Early Pasture 

Harvey Hansoon, in Farmers 
Advocate, Feb. 11th 

In this district I have, nor seen any 
method of cropping or rotation that 
gives as large a yield of wheat as 
doubt, we will soon have to change 
our methods to get away from soil 
drifting, although when we do I think 
our big wheat yields are over, too. 

I saw several fields in corn in this 
district last year that made it look 
as if it was worth while to plant corn 
on land intended for summerfallow, 
but this would mean lots of expense 
in order to get the land ready* in time 
—besides last year was an exception¬ 
ally good year for com. 

I tried a new stpnt, last fall. As 
soon as I got some grain cut I hauled 
the bundles off from about 15 acres, 
and stooked and stubbled it in to fall 
rye. Ie made quite a bit of pasture, 
and next spring I expect to pasture 
or cut for hay and then plow it along 
with the rest of the summerfallow. 
and next spring I expect to cut it 

So far I have found it a good way 
as possible and then arrange it so 
that I can turn the cattle in. They 
keep the weeds down and pack the 
soil and you get the -manure as well. 
Until corn or clover has been tried 
out more this method will have to do 
me for the present.. 


The Principles

A little more of the teaching of John 
Ruskin and John Bright applied to 
our political economy and our inhus- 
trlia methods, wiuld go far toward 
creating favorable conditions for har¬ 
monious living. The jungle policy of 
competition violates not only the law 
of brotherhood, but the true principles 
of economics—Free Press

Any person, whether taxable, or otherwise, 
who fails to make a return or provide informa¬ 
tion duly required according to the provision of 
the Act, shall be liable on summary conviction 
to a penalty of $100 for each day during 
which the default continues. Also any person 
making a false statement in any return or in 
any information required by the Minister, shall 
be liable, on summary conviction, to a penalty 
not exceeding $10,000, or to six months* imprison¬ 
ment or to both fine and imprisonment.
